Naval Birthday Honours telegraphed 
ont by our London correspondent. will be 
read with interest here. Three at least of 
. the revipients nilve names very well known

was actively ‘engaged ‘in Chinese ‘affairs, 
Lord Cuantes Beresronn’s conncetion with 
this part of the world was brief, out very im- 
portant. Ourpresont Admiral males thethird. 
Admiral Sir Cyprian Aurtton Geonor 
Bripag, G.C.B., Com mander.in-Chief on the 
China‘Station since 1901, was born in 1889, 
the son of the. Ven, Archdeacon Bridge. 
He ontered the Navy in 1853, serving next 
year in tho White Sea. The year of the. 
Indian’ Mutiny found him in a very diffe. 
rent clime; that of the Bay of Rengal, and 
he proceaded after that with the Naval Bri- 
- gade to Burma. In 1877 he gained his 
captaincy, and in the next two vears he was 
appointed member ofthe Heuvy Guns Com- 
mittee and the War Office Committea on 
Machine Guns respectively, In 1881 he

' Higence, i post which he held until 1898, 
when he- was given command 60 the Austra- 
Tian Station, having attained Rear-Admiral's 
rank in the meantime, Ho left Australian 
waters: in 1898, the year of his becoming.

_ The Bilingsgate bummaree speculates oni 
deals in fish by buying up wholesale large 
quantitios of fish from the Billingsgate 
salesman, to sell the fish again wholesale in 
atnalier lots or assorted quatities to smaller 
daaters within Billingsgate—of course

Mz. Poultney Bigelow contrasts the colonizing 
methods adoped by Great Britain and Germany 
and the United States in their Far Eastorn

‘Ehere was 0 mauch 
of the Larrack and the official that the simp-6 
colouist apposred to bes solecism, ‘ho results 
of wy visit to Kisochau I gave to tho 
Geographical Society of Munich last. win er, 
pointing out that the United States were like.

chsracter. Reoently I vaceived o letter from a 
friend iu Shanghui, who ranks as one of the 
very few first-rate Chinese students, and, mora 
over, one whoss u)inion in matt=rs colonial. is 
rated very highly by those competent to judge.
